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lighlights 


The ageing of Canada’s population continues. The 
process began some 25 years ago, and is 
evidenced by the fact that the proportion of 
persons aged 65 years and over reached a new 
peak in 1986 (10.7 percent compared to 9.7 
percent in 1981). Prince Edward Island and 
Saskatchewan have the highest proportion of their 
population in the aged category (12.7 percent), 
while Alberta has the lowest (8.1 percent). The 
Yukon and Northwest Territories, with much 
younger populations than those found in the 
provinces, have only 3.7 percent and 2.8 percent 
of their populations, respectively, in the 65 and 
over category. 


For the fifth consecutive 5-year period, the 
proportion of children (those aged 0-17) in the 
Canadian population declined. Between 1981 and 
1986, their proportionate share declined from 28.1 
to 25.9 percent. The province with the largest 
proportion of children in its population was 
Newfoundland, at 32.1 percent, and that with the 
smallest was Quebec, at 24.8 percent. Children 
once again constituted an important part of the 
population of the Territories, with the 0-17 age 
group accounting for 30.2 percent of the 1986 
population of the Yukon, and 38.8 percent of that 
of the Northwest Territories. 


In Canada overall, one person in two was at least 
31.6 years old, whereas in 1981, the median age 
was only 29.6 years. According to the 1986 
Census, Newfoundland had the most youthful 
population - with a median age of 27.9 years - 
whereas British Columbia had the oldest 
population - with a median age of 33.1 years. In 
the Northwest Territories, however, the median 
age was only 23.7 years - four full years lower 
than that in Newfoundland. 


In 1986, the sex ratio in Canada as a whole was 
97.4 males per 100 females. Alberta and 
Newfoundland were the only provinces with more 
males than females, with sex ratios of 101.6 and 
100.1, respectively. In total contrast, the only 
provinces with more females than males in 1971 
were Ontario and Quebec, each having had ratios 
in the area of 98. Here again the Territories stand 
out. In 1986, both had sex ratios indicating a very 
high preponderance of males per females - in 
the area of 110 per 100. 


Faits saillants 


Le vieillissement de la population du Canada, auquel on 
assiste depuis plus de 25 ans, se poursuit alors que la 
proportion des personnes agées de 65 ans et plus a 
atteint un nouveau sommet en 1986 soit 10.7%, 
comparativement a 9.7% en 1981. L’lle-du-Prince- 
Edouard et la Saskatchewan sont les provinces ou on 
compte proportionnellement le plus de personnes agées, 
soit 12.7% de la population totale; |’Alberta est la province 
ou leur poids démographique est le plus faible (8.1%). 
Les territoires, a ce chapitre, presentent une population 
encore beaucoup plus jeune que les provinces, ne se 
composant d’ainés qu’a 3.7% (Yukon) et 2.8% (Territoires 
du Nord-Ouest). 


Le pourcentage d’enfants (0-17 ans) a encore regressé 
entre 1981 et 1986, pour un cinquieme lustre consécutif, 
passant de 28.1% a 25.9% pour l'ensemble du pays. 
Terre-Neuve est la province ou ce pourcentage est le 
plus important (32.1%), tandis qu'il est le plus faible au 
Québec (24.8%). Dans les territoires, les enfants 
constituent encore une part importante de la population, 
soit 30.2% au Yukon et 38.8% dans les Territoires du 
Nord-Ouest. 


Une personne sur deux avait au moins 31.6 ans au 
Canada en 1986, alors qu’en 1981, |’age median n’etait 
que de 29.6 ans. Terre-Neuve était egalement la 
province la plus jeune a cet egard au dernier recensement 
(27.9 ans), la Colombie-Britannique étant la plus vieille 
(33.1 ans). Dans les Territoires du Nord-Ouest, 
cependant, cet indice ne vaut que 23.7 ans, soit quatre 
ans de moins qu’a Terre-Neuve. 


Au Canada, pour l'ensemble de la population en 1986, on 
comptait 97.4 hommes pour 100 femmes (rapport de 
masculinité). L’Alberta et Terre-Neuve sont les seules 
provinces ou la population masculine etait plus 
nombreuse que la population feminine (respectivement 
101.6 et 100.1 hommes pour 100 femmes). 
Comparativement, en 1971, seuls le Québec et |’Ontario 
connaissaient un indice inférieur a 100 (pres de 98 
hommes pour 100 femmes dans les deux cas). Ici aussi 
les territoires se distinguent, affichant tous deux un 
rapport de masculinité d’environ 110. 
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Introduction 


Since 1982, Statistics Canada publishes, in 
Catalogue No. 91-210 postcensal annual estimates of 
population on June 1 by sex and age. These estimates 
are obtained by the component method: to Census 
counts adjusted to June 1, we add or subtract 
demographic events, registered (births, deaths and 
immigration) or estimated (interprovincial migration 
and emigration) occurring between the last census and 
the reference period of the estimate of population. 
When the results of the next census are published, our 
postcensal estimates are adjusted to make them 
compatible with the two adjacent censuses. This is 
how we obtain our intercensal estimates. 


This report includes in its first part: 


1) An analysis of the demographic evolution between 
1981 and 1986 consisting of Highlights and a 
Summary Analysis. 


2) A technical section combining a glossary of 
demographic terms used in this publication, a 
reference to data sources and methodology as 
well as an evaluation of the quality of these 
estimates. 


The second part contains intercensal estimates by 
sex and age at June 1 for years 1981 to 1986 and 
some common demographic indices such as depen- 
dency ratios and sex ratios. Data for years 1981 and 
1986 are in fact June 3rd Census counts adjusted to 
June 1. 


We wish to point out that Statistics Canada has 
published intercensal estimates by individual years of 
age since 1971; formerly, they were disseminated only 
by quinary age groups. However, users requiring 
estimates by sex and individual years of age for the 
1921-1970 period may obtain them, by contacting 
the Population Estimates Section, Demography 
Division of Statistics Canada. 


Depuis 1982, les estimations postcensitaires annuelles de 
la population du 1€' juin selon le sexe et |’age, paraissent dans 
la publication annuelle n° 91-210 au catalogue. Ces 
estimations sont obtenues par la méthode des composantes: 
aux effectifs de la population fournis par le recensement et 
ajustés au 1" juin, on ajoute ou retranche les événements 
demographiques enregistrés (naissances, décés et immigra- 
tion) ou estimes (migration interprovinciale et emigration) 
survenus entre le dernier recensement et la date de référence 
de l’estimation. Quand paraissent les résultats du recen- 
sement suivant, on corrige les estimations postcensitaires afin 
qu’elles soient compatibles avec les deux recensements qui 
les encadrent. On obtient ainsi les estimations intercensitaires. 


La premiére partie de ce rapport inclut: 


1) Une analyse de |l’évolution démographique entre 1981 et 
1986, comprenant les faits saillants et une analyse 
sommaire. 


2) Une partie technique regroupant un court lexique des 
termes particuliers utilis¢s dans cette publication, une 
référence aux sources de données et a la méthodologie, 
ainsi qu’une évaluation de la qualité des présentes esti- 
mations. 


La seconde partie de cet ouvrage contient les estimations 
intercensitaires selon le sexe et l'annee d’age au 1€& juin des 
années 1981 a 1986 et quelques indices démographiques 
usuels, tel que les rapports de dépendance et de masculinite. 


Mentionnons enfin que Statistique Canada publie des 
estimations intercensitaires selon l'année d’age depuis 1971. 
Pour la période de 1921 a 1970, on n’a diffusé que les 
estimations par groupe quinquennal d’ages; cependant, il est 
possible d’obtenir ces derniéres estimations par année d’age 
en s’adressant a la Section des estimations démographiques, 
Division de la démographie de Statistique Canada.

A person 
who takes up residence in another province is an 
out-migrant with reference to his province of origin, 
and an in-migrant with reference to his province of 
destination. 


Masculinity Ratio 

The ratio of the number of men to the number of 
women. This is not to be confused with the sex ratio at 
birth, which is the ratio of the number of live boys born 
to the number of live girls born. This ratio is usually 
expressed as an index, with the number of women 
taken to be a base of 100. 


Median Age 

An age x, such that exactly one half of the 
population is older than x and the other half is younger 
than x. 


Natural Increase 
Excess of births over deaths. 


Number of Complete Years Lived 
Age at last birthday. 


Population 

"Estimated population" and "population according 
to the census" are both defined as being "the total 
number of persons whose usual place of residence... 
was somewhere in Canada, including Canadian 
government employees stationed abroad and their 
families, members of Canadian Armed Forces 
stationed abroad and their families, and crews of 
Canadian merchant vessels. Not included are govern- 
ment representatives af other countries and their 
families, attached to the legation, embassy, or other 
diplomatic body of that country, members of the 
Armed Forces of other countries stationed in Canada 
and members of their families who are not citizens of 
Canada, students attending school in Canada whose 
usual residence is outside Canada, and residents of 
another country visiting Canada temporarily. Dic- 
tionary of the 1971 Census Terms, Catalogue No.

Intercensal estimates were produced using the 
final postcensal estimates from 1982 to 1986 as well 
as 1981 and 1986 Census counts. For more detailed 
information regarding sources of data and population 
estimation methods, see publication "Population Esti- 
mation Methods, Canada" catalogue No. 91-528E. 


Summary Analysis 


The age and sex structure of Canada’s population 
changed between the 1981 and 1986 Censuses. In 
brief, we present the most salient of these changes. 


Age Structure 


The age pyramid in Chart | illustrates the evolution 
of Canada’s age distribution between 1981 and 1986. 
The ageing of the population, which began more than 
25 years ago, continues. At the base of the pyramid, 
the proportion of the total population accounted for by 
youths (0-17 years) declined from 28.1% in 1981, to 
25.9% in 1986. The vertex of the pyramid - that part 
corresponding to persons aged 65 years and over - 
increased to 10.6% in 1986, from 9.7% in 1981. In 
1986, adults (those aged 18-64 years) represented 
63.4% of the population, slightly more than the 62.2% 
share they held in 1981. 


The trends observed at the national level are 
maintained at the provincial level. In the Maritimes, 
young people constituted 28.4% of the total population 
in 1986, compared with 31.9% in 1981. The aged 
accounted for 10.9% in 1986, compared with 9.9% in 
1981, whereas the adult population went from 58.1% 
to 60.7% during the course of the 1981-1986 period. 
This translated into a decrease of 9.1% of the number 
of youths, whereas for adults and senior citizens, it 
-meant increases of 6.4% and 12.1%, respectively.

Analyse sommaire 


La stucture par age et par sexe de la population 
canadienne s’est modifiée entre les recensements de 1981 et 
1986. Nous présentons brievement ci-dessous les principaux 
changements. 


La structure par age 


Les pyramides des ages du graphique | illustrent 
’évolution de la répartition par age de la population 
canadienne entre 1981 et 1986. Le vieillissement de la 
population auquel on assiste depuis plus de 25 années se 
poursuit. A la base de la pyramide, la proportion des jeunes 
(0-17 ans) passe de 28.1% en 1981 a 25.9% en 1986. Au 
sommet, la part relative des personnes agées (65 ans et plus) 
se situe a 10.6% en 1986, comparativement a 9.7% en 1981. 
Quant aux adultes (18-64 ans), ils représentaient 63.4% de la 
population en 1986, soit un peu plus qu’en 1981 (62.2%). 


Les tendances observées au niveau national se main- 
tiennent a !’échelle provinciale. Dans les maritimes, les jeunes 
constituent, en 1986, 28.4% de l’ensemble des individus, 
contre 31.9% en 1981. Par ailleurs, le poids relatif des 
personnes agées atteint 10.9% en 1986 comparativement a 
9.9% en 1981. Quant a la population adulte, elle passe de 
58.1% a 60.7% au cours de cette période. Cela se traduit par 
une diminution de 9.1% du nombre de jeunes, alors que chez 
les adultes et les personnes agées, on observe une 
augmentation respective de 6.4% et de 12.1%. 
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The fastest declining youth population in the 
country was that of Newfoundland. From 36.5% in 
1981, the proportion of Newfoundland’s population 
accounted for by the 0-17 age group had declined to 
32.1% by 1986. In contrast, those aged 65 and over 
increased their proportionate share of the population 
from 7.7% in 1981, to 8.8% in 1986. In terms of 
growth, there was a decline of 12.0% in the number of 
youths and an increase of 13.9% in the number of 
elderly in Newfoundland. Even so, Newfoundland, 
among all provinces, possesses the highest proportion 
of youths and one of the lowest proportion of seniors. 


Considering the four western provinces together, 
youths constituted 28.4% of the total population in 
1981, whereas the elderly accounted for 10.0%. By 
1986, the 0-17 group was reduced to a 27.0% 
proportionate share, while the 65 and over group had 
grown slightly to 11.0%. This represents a 5-year 
increase of 15% of the number of elderly, but almost 
no increase among the youth population. As a result of 
an increase in real number of 6.2%, the adult 
population (those aged 18-64), went from a 61.6% 
proportionate share in 1981, to a 62.1% share in 1986. 


In Quebec, as in Ontario, the proportion of 0-17 
year olds diminished while that of the 65 years and 
over group increased slightly. In 1986, young 
Quebeckers and Ontarians represented 24.8% and 
25.1% of the population, respectively - in 1981, these 
same percentages were 27.3% and 27.4%. The 65 
years and over group made up 8.8% of the population 
of Quebec in 1981, compared to 10.0% in 1986. In 
Ontario, the proportionate values were 10.1% in 1981 
and 10.9% in 1986. Adults had a slightly higher 
proportionate share of the population in Quebec in 
both 1981 and 1986. In 1981, 63.8% of the total 
population was between the ages of 18 and 64, 
whereas only 62.5% of Ontario’s population fell into 
this group. In 1986, the figures were 65.2 and 64.0%, 


respectively. 


Generally, the Territories had a younger age 
Structure in 1986 than did the provinces. The 
proportion of youths in the Yukon and Northwest 
Territories was 30.2% and 38.8%, respectively, while 
that of seniors represented only 3.7% and 2.8% of the 
total population. These values for the elderly 
population are two to three times less than those in 
any of the provinces. 


Over the past several years, variation in the 
median age of the population provided a glimpse of 
the ageing process. In 1986, the median age of 
Canada’s population was 31.6 years - two years older 


_ than the value of 29.6 years observed in 1981. At the 


provincial level, Newfoundland provided the lowest 
median age (27.9 years), and British Columbia, the 
highest (33.1 years) producing a range between the 
two extremes of 5.2 years. In the Territories, the 


_ Median age was very low - 28.9 years in the Yukon 


and only 23.7 years in the Northwest Territories. In 
1981, Newfoundland again had the lowest median age 
(25.2 years), and British Columbia, the highest (30.9 
years). The range in this case was 5.7 years between 
the extremes. 


C’est a Terre-Neuve que la part des jeunes a le plus 
diminue. De 36.5% en 1981, les 0-17 ans ne représentent 
plus que 32.1% de la population en 1986. Quant aux 65 ans 
et plus, leur poids relatif était de 8.8% en 1986, legérement 
plus eélevé qu’en 1981 (7.7%). En termes d’effectifs, on 
enregistre une diminution de 12.0% du nombre de jeunes et 
une hausse de 13.9% des personnes agées. En dépit de ces 
changements, c’est toujours dans cette province que la part 
des jeunes est la plus importante et celle des personnes 
agées parmi les plus faibles au Canada. 


Dans les provinces a l’ouest de |’Ontario, en 1981, la 
proportion de jeunes était de 28.4%, tandis que celle des 
personnes ageées se situait a 10.0%. En 1986, la part des 
0-17 ans s’amenuise (27.0%), alors que celle des 65 ans et 
plus s’accroit (11.0%). Cela représente une hausse de 15% 
de leffectif des personnes ageées au cours de cette période 
quinquennale, mais une croissance presque nulle chez les 
jeunes. En ce qui a trait aux adultes, ils ont accru leur part 
relative de 61.6% (1981) a 62.1% (1986), résultat d’une 
augmentation de 6.2% du nombre d’individus. 


Au Québec, tout comme en Ontario, la proportion des 
0-17 ans a sensiblement diminue et celle des 65 ans et plus, 
legerement augmente. En 1986, les jeunes Québécois et 
Ontariens représentaient 24.8% et 25.1% de leur population 
respective, alors que ces mémes pourcentages étaient de 
27.3% et 27.4% en 1981. Les 65 ans et plus formaient 8.8% 
de la population québécoise en 1981, comparativement a 
10.0% en 1986. En Ontario, ces mémes rapports étaient de 
10.1% (1981) et de 10.9% (1986). Quant aux adultes, ils 
étaient proportionnellement plus nombreux au Québec (1981; 
63.8%, 1986; 65.2%) qu’en Ontario (1981; 62.5%, 1986; 
64.0%). 


De facgon générale, les territoires presentent une structure 
par age plus jeune que les provinces. Au Yukon et dans les 
Territoires du Nord-Ouest, les proportions de jeunes sont de 
30.2% et 38.8% respectivement, tandis que les personnes 
agées ne représentent que 3.7% et 2.8% de la population 
totale, une part de deux a trois fois moindre que n’importe 
laquelle des provinces.

Sex Ratio by Age 


The disparity between males and females at 
various ages is evident in Chart Il, where the sex ratios 
by age from the 1981 and 1986 Censuses are 
provided. 


In 1986, there were, overall, 97.4 males per 100 
females. This is compared with 98.3 in 1981, and 
102.2 in 1961. The sex ratio for 0-4 year olds was 
105.1 in 1986. For those aged 65-74 years, it was 
81.1, whereas it was 60.4 for the 75 years and over 
group. In 1981, the comparable figures were 105.2 at 
0-4 years, 83.4 among those aged 65-74 years, and 
62.3 for those 75 years and over. 


At the provincial level, in 1986, the sex ratio for all 
ages in Alberta was 101.6, whereas in Newfoundland, 
it was 100.1. In 1981, in addition to these two 
provinces, Saskatchewan also had a sex ratio above 
100. In comparison, with the exception of Quebec and 
Ontario, all 1971 provincial sex ratios exceeded 100. 


Quality of Estimates 


The population figures published here for years 
other than census years are estimates and, as such, 
are subject to certain errors. 


The intercensal estimates which are based on the 
results of the 1981 and 1986 Censuses are subject to 
the error of closure. Text Table | gives some indication 
of the magnitude of this error at the national level. The 
error of closure is mainly attributable to two sources: 


(a) Differences in the amount of undercoverage from 
one census to the next and by age: for a given 
cohort group, the number of persons not 
enumerated in the 1981 and 1986 Censuses 
generally differs. Thus, even assuming that the 
components of population change could be 
exactly estimated, an error of closure would still 
be present.’ Text Table Il shows estimates of 
undercoverage for Canada (excluding the Yukon 
and the Northwest Territories) by sex and selected 
age groups in the 1981 and 1986 Censuses. 


Consider the following example for Canada, excluding the Yukon 
and Northwest Territories: on June 3, 1981, 3.12% of the men 
aged 15-19, or approximately 32,000 individuals, were not 
enumerated. On June 3, 1986, 10.71% of the men from the 
same group of cohorts (who were, therefore, in the age group 
20-24 at the time) and present in Canada, or approximately 
136,000 individuals, were not enumerated. Therefore, even if 
the estimates of the components of population change were 
exactly correct, there would still be a difference of 104,000 + 
19,000 at the 95% confidence interval between the postcensal 
estimate and the actual census count. In point of fact, an error 
of closure of this very size was observed in the case of men 
aged 20-24 on June 1, 1986. This is an example of a case in 
which the differences in the amount of undercoverage from one 


census to the next was responsible for a good part of the error 
of closure.
